The Examiner disagrees since the structure of Figs. 50 and 51 is the same as the structure of Figs. 47 and 48 and a 
manufacturing method is disclosed in Figs. 52A to 52K where the first insulating film 50 is patterned to form layers 51 and 52 (or 54) (col.
